ing of Iriclrinous pork the anima'culu', 
after passing into tbe human system, do 
or may produce death e.vaclly as in swine. 

A good many human deaths from this 
cause having been reported in various part s 
of Europe and at some points in this coun- j 
try. have created considerable alarm and i 
rendered pork auspicious and unpopular. | 
The last case of dea'h that we read of was i 
a recent one in St. Louis. 

We hoped that the evil would get no ^ 
nearer to us, but we were invited on 1 ues- 
day and yesterday -y two physicians of j 
this city to examine specimens of trichi- , 
nae at their oflice. very diminutive ! 
fiuar.iiiyof swine-matter, sulijecte'l to a . 
liiglily magnifying power, disiinctly re- 
vealed numbers of tbe Jevilisb little 
things, some of them coiled up like sleep- 
ing snakes, and others in motion, like ' 
snakes will'' awake. They have been 
identified as trichinae by scientific men of 
cur city, familiar with the plates and the 
dcsciiptions of these little pest.«. They 
weic taken from the hog three days ago, 
and yet seem as lively aa ever, and we are 
told that they have been found eijually 
lively after being kept some days in brine. 
These facts prove, that, although their 
size is little, their vitality is great. In 
fact they have borne for three days, with- 
out injury, a temperature of IJ" below | 
zero; chromic acid, which coagulates the 
muscular fibre, produces no evil upon j 
them, and long continued immersion in 
brine or in strong smoke does not affect 
them. 

Of course the reader is anxious to 
know where these trichina' were found. 
They were discovered by Mr. Reasor, a 
farmer of tbe highest respectability and a i 
hog-raiser, living five or six miles beyond ; 
Jeffersontown, in Jefferson county. He 
says that he has found them in oue-kalf 
of the hogs of that vicinity, and that, 
upon examining hogs from various por- ^ 
tions of tbe State, he has found the little , 
wretches in two out of three. One fact, ■ 
however, reported by him. seems very sin 
gular, and that is that he has found them 
only in the lungs of tbe hogs, where their : 
presence is indicated by small red spots. , 
Now we have not read that only the swine , 
lungs have been infested either in Europe | 
or this country by these aniiuals, but, on i 
tbe contrary, have been under the impres- 
sion, as we said above, that their chief 
headquarters were the muscles. 

In a very able and interesting report 
made by Professor J. Lawrence Smith, 
last year, to the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in this city, the protective pow- 
er of good cooker}’ was thoroughly es- 
tablished by that eminent authority. It 
is a fully established truth that 
these entizoa, of which we speak, 
are destroyed by a temperature of 212’, 
tbe boiling point of water. But let it be 
remembered that these animals can stand 
boiling water for a short ITme. Uertwig 
kept them iu boiling water twenty-two 
minutes without killing tbeln, out they 
are destroyed by continuing them at the 
boiling point for lwetity-/ire minutes. Sj 
let us roast, fry, boil, or broil well, and 
we shall Ire subject to no inconvenience 
unless we feel a little sensitive at the 
thought of cooked trichin:<' upon our 
stomachs. But then we will know that 
I we daily swallow, in fluids and soIids’ 
multitudes of animalculu.' of untold va- 
I rieties, just as ugly-Iooking as they — and 
swalloB’ them alive, too. 

.\nd we should add that Mr. Rea.sor has 
seen trichinae for years past in the swine 
of Indiana and Illinois — in the former 
State nine years ago — but did not know 
what the creatures were until very recent- 
ly, yet no deaths are known or believed to 
have occurred from that cause In those 
Stales, and none have occurred in thia 
It is, we believe, the very general opinion 
of scientific men that the trichinae in 
swine have always existed, though the dis- 
covery of them was not made till lately. 
Therefore, in spite of trichinae, let us en- 
joy our boiled or broiled bam, our corned 
pork, our sausages, and all the rest of the 
multitndinous preparations of pork with 
which Kentucky abounds. We have always 
had trichinaised swine, but as it is cus- 
tomary in Kentucky thoroughly to cook 
pork, our people have not been victim 
ized. A family died recently in Massa- 
cLusetts from eating uncooked bam, and 
disasters have occurred from a similar 
cause iu Iowa. But there is no case re- 
corded of injuiy from trichinae spiralis 
taken in thoroughly-cooLeJ meat. Pro- 
fessor Blot's new Hand book of Cookery 
may not only largely increase enjoyment 
in eating transmutations of swine into 
pork, but prove a thorough and perfectly 
reliable antidote to trichinae spiralis. 

M&" A bill has been brought forward in 
the House of Representatives by a \ ir- 
ginia member providing, that, after the 
1st of July, 18C>, twenty per cent of all 
duties on imported goods may be paid iu 
United States notes; after the 1st of July, 
I'-f't', forty pi'r cent, after the 1st of July, 
1'70, sixty percent; after the 1st of July, 
1-71, eighty percent; and after the 1st of 
July. 1'72, the whole. 

We don l expect this bill to pass, but 
men of plain common sense may probably 
be puzzled to understand why it should n't. 
I’rcbably they will not easily perceive 
why the Government should force a de- 
preciated currency upon its people for 
debts due from it to them, and compel 
them to pay gold for debts due from them 
to itself. Governments often fail to ob- 
I serve the principles of common honesty 
, because they think that they have the 
' power. But they wouldn't have the power 
I if the people were to assert their own. 

When a great soldier, with unrestrained 
powei in his bands to oppress his iellow 
j men. voluntarily foregoes the chwnce ol 
gratiiying his selfish ambition, and devotes 
him>.eif 10 tbe duty of building up the 
liberties and strengthening the laws of his 
country, he presents an e.vample of the 
liigi.e.t virtue that human nature is capa 
ble of presenting . — President Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson, with an eye upon the 
Third Military District, might as truth- 
fully have added that when a small sol- 
dier, with unrestrained power in his bauds 
to oppTess Lis fellow-men, eagerly seizes 
the chance of ‘gratifying his selfish ambi- 
tion. and devotes himself to the work of 
building up a sectional party without re- 
gard to the laws of Lis country or of hu- 
manity, be presents an example of the 
lowest villaiuy that human nature is capa- 
ble of presenting. 

•S' The New York Herald, ridiculing 
the military accomplishments of fieneral 
Butler, which certainly are ridiculous 
enough, speaks of “the glacier of Fort 
I ioher." The Herald, we presume, means 
glacis : but, until it can tell the difference 
between an avalanche and an acclivity, 
we think that it would do well not to ridi- 
cule even General Butler's military ac- 
complishments. Military engineering is 
clearly not the Herald’s strong point. Its 
forte is not a (ort. 



tfiJ'TIie olficial report of General Gil- 
leni, which we publish in this morning's 
Joi'RN'Ai., is evidently the basis of the 
special order of General Ord on which we 
commented the other day. This is evi- 
dent from the fact among others, that, 
while the order assumes the truth of the 
representations of the report, it is dated j 
more than a week later. The representa- , 
tions of the report are thus authenticated j 
by General Ord himself, who on the , 
strength of them has onWred General Gil- , 
lem to go to Washington and lay them be- 
fore the President and Secretary of War, 
instructing him, besiiles, to report the ab- 
solute necessity of the government’s tak- 
ing some measures to avert the impend- 
ing war of race.s. Nay, so strong are 
General Ord'i apprehensions on this ■ 
point, that, according to the New York , 
Herald, he has address>'d private appeals 
of the like import to influential quarters ' 
in tbe North. And tbe Herald no doubt I 
is correct. 

At all events it is positive as well as 
specific. “In support of these statements 
and opinions of General Gillem, ' it says, ' 
“we shave been shown a private letter 
from General Ord, commander of the , 
Fourth Military District, embracing tbe j 
States of Mississippi and Arkansas, in i 
which he says that tbe condition of affairs 
in the cotton States calls for the imme- 
diate attention of Congress; that a fam- { 
ine is already upon the negroes; that in ^ 
many counties in his District the planters 
are removing their families from fear; ' 
that the whites are abandoning the rich i 
cotton sections, where the blacks are 
largely in tbe majority; t hat these blacks, 
having nothing, or next to nothing, of 
their own, are living on tbe property of 
others and on what they can shoot in the 
woods or catch in tbe rivers or creeks; 
that he is daily in receipt of pe- 
titions for protection from towns 
and villages; that in Mississippi it is not 
a question of votes, hut bread: that if Coa- 
gresa will employ these idle and destitate j 
negroes and feed them for their work on 
the river levees, broken and destroyed 
during the war, or on railroads, canals, 
anything, a war of races may be prevent- 
' ed. He says, in effect, that iu the cotton 
I districts, with the failure of the staple as 
a compensating product, there arejmore 
negroes than can be sustained, and that 
something must be done for them. Nor 
I is this state of affairs limited to Missis- 
sippi. More or less it prevails through- 
out the cotton States. Nearly every 
Southern paper is calling on the govern- 
ment for action, protection, or food for the 
negro. General Ord says that ,‘the 
wolf has come sure enough this 
time,' and that he has letters and 
petitions on the subject from lead- 
ing Union men asking prompt action. 
The picture is not overdrawn. ' This we 
can readily believe: for every stroke of 
tbe pencil in some measure darkens the 
name of tbe artist. He unquestionably 
would draw it milder, if he couM; but he 
cannot, though it may well be that he 
could draw it stronger, without overdraw- 
ing it. Tbe condition of things in Dis- 
trict No. 1, we may he sure, is at least as 
bad as General Gillem and General Oru 
depict it: and, as the Herald intimates, 
the condition of things in the rest of th“ 
South is not much better. Things have 
come lo such a pass that nothing but the 
interpositioD of the general government 
can prevent a war between the blacks and 
whites or tbe starvation of both. This is 
the long and the short of the situation. 

Such is the predicament into which the 
radical party Las plunged the country by 
force and fraud rather than stand the risk 
of being expelled from power by the free 
and fair choice of the people.

FOREIGN. 

Mcxicu, Sept, tth, HGT. 

1'he finest scenery on the Rhine occurs 
between the towns of Coblentz and Bin- 
gen. High hills, that might pass for little 
mountains, composed sometimes of bare 1 
rock, sometimes clad from base to summit ■ 
in vines, or with grass and trees, rise from 
the water's edge. In places a narrow val* 
ley is seen on either side of the river, but 
generally the precipitous hills start from 
the very brink of the stream. The Rhine i 
at this point is extremely tortuous, and 
often while a mountain in front of our 
steamer appeared lo block up our way 
one closed our view in tbe rear, and we ^ 
seemed to i>e sailing upon a diminutive i 
lake. Before many of the coiumauding ' 
clifls the ruins of ancient castles still j 
stand, and quite a number of these struc- 
tures powerfully fortified appear to be in- I 
hiibited. Pretty cottages are seen cling- j 
ing to the sides of almost all the hills, and 
along the banks of the river, where the 1 
valley is wide enough, we saw tiny villages I 
looking older than the hills that frowned ^ 
down upon them, and quaint enough to I 
have been built by a race of beings other i 
than men. 'J'hese bills, though steep as 
the roofs of houses, and barren naturally 
as the desert, are nearly all cultivated. | 
By marvels of industry their sides have 
been thrown into terraces, and upon these, 
earth, brought upon the shoulders of 
peasants from a distance, is deposited to 
afl'ord support and sustenance to the 
vines. Along the side of one steep hill 1 
counted thirty terraces, on some of which 
the earth bearing the vines wa.s hell in 
its place by baskets. 

The scenery ail along the Rhine is beau- 
tiful, sometimes strikingly picturesque 
aud romantic, but there is a sameness 
about it which constantly suggests the 
idea of a panorama, and I have to confess 
that it did not anywhere impress me as 
grand. Tbe careful cultivation of its 
bills, the walls and dams restraining its 
current, the ever-present evidences of the 
presence and interference of man, give to it 
a tame, smooth, artificial aspect, and al- 
together 1 was disappointed in the won- 
derful river. My witty friend P. says the 
only way fully to enjoy Rhine scenery is 
to till yourself with Rhine wine. He was 
here once before, some twentyyears since, 
and he declares that afler drinking three 
or four bottles of this exhilarating wine 
the scenery became splendid. After the 
sun had gone down, we went forward to 
the bow of the boat, and stood there watch- 
ing tbe vineyards and villages, the crags 
and the castles, as our little boat plowed 
up the classic stream, and, aa dusk drew 
on, a single star came oui aud stood over 
a great somber ruin far up among tbe 
crags. The air was balmy, no sound 
broke the stillness of the evening save 
the puffing of our little craft, and as I 
ga;'.ed upon the spirit-haunted ca.stle ruins 
and the fairy-famous river, and the old 
hills over which nations now dead had 
toiled, and fought, and wandered, I was 
somewhat transported without the aid of 
wine. About Bingen, an old, odd looking 
town, of somG T.'W People, the valley of 
the Rhine spreads out, and on to Mayen- 
ce tbe country is beautifully undulating, 
aud everywhere exhibits signs of the 
highest cultivation. 

Mayenceisa strongly fortified town, 
very ancient, and contains, besides a 
church nearly a thousand years old, some 
Roman antiquities of interest to those 
curious in such matters. After a few 
hotirs we crossed the river on our way to 
Erankfort-on-tbe-Maiu. As we left Ma- 
yence we met a man and a dog pulling a 
little wagon, in which were two or three 
small children, with the bed clothes, cook- 
ing stove, and furniture of a small family 
moving. I'he mother, with several other 
larger children, walked by the side of the 
wagon, and now and then helped the dog 
and man by pushing at the vehicle. Oa 
the banks of the Rhine and on the road 
to Frankfort I observed cows for the first 
time used as draught animals. They are 
not yoked as we yoke oxeu, b'.rt pull, or 
more correctly, push by their horns, a 
padded piece of timber, like a swingletree, 
being fnstened to tUeir horns, and to this 
the traces. I saw but few horses and o.x- 
eii, but everywhere cows, single, or in 
teams of two, (our, or six, in wagons and 
plows, were doing their work. It was to 
me not a pleasant sight. I do not like to 
see cows at work. It is an imposition up- 
on them, it seems to me. to require them 
to raise calves, give milk, and labor in 
tbe field besides; and yet all that I saw 
were sleek and fat, aud looked cheerful. 

Frankfort-on-the Main cocsi.sts of two 
part.s, the ancient and the modern — the 
latter with houses large and well-con- 
structed, and wi th wide streets shaded by 
fine sycamores — the former, crooked, dir- 
ty, and filled with old women, neglected 
children, and abominable odors. In this 
quarter it was that Uarou Rothschild was 
born. We were shown the house in which 
his mother now. resides. It is no better 
than the neighboring dwellings, and looks 
n.ucli more like tbe bouse of a beg-gar 
ti an the resilience of oue who numbers 
tbe first of merchant princes among her 
descendants. The zoological gardens are 
not extensive, but exceedingly well kept, 
and tbe animals were in exeellcut condi- 
tion. I recognised among them several 
species of antelope new to me, and the 
ost 1 iehes and polar bear were among the 
finest 1 have seen in any collection. But 
the great sight of Frankfort — the art work 
of w'hich the iuhabitanta are most proud — 
is the statue of Ariadne, the property of a 
private gentleman, enclosed in a little tem- 
ple built expressly for its preservation. The 
rude figure of the nymph is seated on a per- 
fectly executed panther, and is beautiful 
beyond all iny powers of description. 

1 he light fulling upon the statue through 
windows of rose colored glass gives to 
the cold marble the warm Lues of life, 
(ioelhe and Schiller, of course, have their 
statues here, and with them is a colossal 
group in marble representing Faust, 
.Schort'er, and Guttenberg, the inventors of 
printing. We were pleasantly reminded, 
by the best portions of Frankfort-on-the 
.Main, of our own beautiful city, and, 
ne.xt to Hague, our party voted it tbe most 
charming place yet visited iu our trav- 
els. 

Dresden is a city of great interest, and 
I shall always remember the time spent 
there as days crowded with pleasure. It 
was night when we reached the city, and 
our room in the Hotel de I' Europe looked 
' out upon a stone-paved square surround- 
ed by tall bouses. The square, like all 
the streets of tbe city, was deserted aad 
silent when we retired that night, but long 
before sunrise next morning our ears 
were assailed by a babel of sounds which 
at fir.st we were at a loss to understand. 
The open .'quare proved to be the market 
place, and when wa looked out from oar 



window it was filled from end to end and 
from side to side with carts and wagons, 
drawn by dogs and driven by women. It 
was the oddest looking market place, and, 
altogether, the most grotesque scene that 
1 have ever beheld. Hardly a mar; was 
seen in the motley crowd. The dogs were j 
all muzzled, to keep them from fighting, i 
and, perhaps, helping themselves to the ' 
tempting beef and mutton in their carts. i 
The women, as a general rule, walked be- ! 
side their vehicles, pushing them forward 
over difficult places, but, iu not a few in- 
stances, they worked in the centre with a 
baud around their waists, attached by 
rope-traces to their wagons and a dog on 
either side, all regularly haruessed, and 
leaning forward, and pulling as if for 
dear life. The tumult of noises which 
startled us was such as would naturally 
i.iieue from eiicb a mob of Dutchwomen 
and dogs, chattering, wrangling, sputter- 
ing, growling, barking, and whining in 
concert. In a little while order was es- 
tablished; the venders of fruit, meats, 
fish, and game, and vegetables got into 
their respective places, and we had an 
opportunity quietly to look over the dis- 
play. Tbe women all seemed old, and 
were brown and ugiy. The dogs looked as 
though they felt no degradation by a life of 
labor, though there was great variety in 
their expressions and attitudes. Some . 
slept, some sulked, others appeared medi- | 
tative,some young fellows looked mischie- 
vous, others merry, some looked stuck-up, 
and many humble. They were of no par- 
ticular breed, but pointers, setters, curs, 
and mongrels of every variety. Neither 
were they large dogs, but they hauled im- 
mense loads, especially when assisted by 
the old Women. Ah! what a field for 
philanthropists is this old world. Noth- 
I ing is free. Women, milk cows, dogs, all 
are made bea.sts of burden. Even the 
geese and tbe sheep are curtailed of their 
liberty, and are not permitted to wander 
freely over field and meadow, but must 
eat their food under the eye and ward of 
masters. The horses never know the 
luxury of kicking up their heels uutram- 
meled in their pastures, and the innocent 
little calves are tethered in the fields or 
shut up iu the stable yards. It is a land 
of restraint and labor. Even the winds 
are not suffered lo blow where they list 
without being put to work upon huge ugly 
mills, and tbe streams, instead of having 
their own way to wander where they 
choose and expand as they like, must 
run between narrow artificial walls, and 
are turned, or straightened, or dammed 
up to answer the purposes of tyrannical 
man. Not tbe horse and ass alone .“are 
held in with bit and bridle,’’ but the very 
elements themselves are harnessed for 
bis convenience. The picture gallery of 
Dresden is the finest in Germany aud one 
of the beat in Europe. It is immense, 
and we spent many hours here feasting 
our eyes upon tbe splendid paintings till 
they ached with the exercise; but 1 shall 
not attempt a description of anything 1 
saw in tbe grand collection. 

From Dresden our route lay through 
Pragne, and, taking the train at 12 M., we 
reached this ancient city at 7J P. M., 
whercj but for the fleas, our stay would 
have l>een oomfortai>le. Crossing the 
Moldau on a stone bridge jOO years old 
and profusely ornamented with statuary 
representing Biblical scenes, we had from 
the neighboring hills a fine view of Prague. 
That whicL particularly struck me in its 
appearance was the immense number of 
turrets and spires of every shapS, remind- 
ing me of the pictures I have seen of 
Eastern cities; but I must say of Prague 
that it is more noteworthy for its great age 
than for its cleanliness, or, in fact, any 
other interesting feature. 1 make oue 
exception. It has a good geological col- 
lection, and among its organic remains 
I recognized some old friends in its en- 
crinites and trilobites. But it is more 
remarkable for tbe incredible number of 
its old women. I have never seen the like 
an} where else. From the vast multitude 
you meet you are inclined lo believe that 
they come up like locusts out of the ground, 
instead of haring arrived in the usual 
way. They are as ugly as the pictures of 
the young crocodiles in Cuvier's Animal 
Kingdom, A day among the Bohemians 
was enough for us, and at S P. M. we took 
the train for Munich, where we arrived at 
fU the next morning. 

1 most say a few words about the pic- 
tures of Rubens in the gallery of Munich, 
one apartment of which is filled with 
those beautiful productions. There is a 
naturalness in the flesh tints, and a life 
about their face-, which render them per- 
fectly fascinating, albeit there is an iden- 
tity of feature and form about them which 
becomes a little wearying. His women 
are always immensely fat, with yellow 
hair, and blue or gray eyes, and are near- 
ly always nude. It is said that his wife 
(his second wife, for he was twice mar- 
ried), who was very beautiful, was the 
model of most of his pictures, and, as he 
was a most voluminous painter, you won- 
der, seeing Mr.s. Rubens so often in a 
state of nature, that she did not catch her 
death of cold. The explanation, 1 sup- 
pose, is that by long practice she got used 
to it. Carlo Dolce has a Magdalene in 
the collection, which is the first I have 
ever seen that looks as I imagine Mary 
Magdalene looked — beautiful in the ex- 
treme, with a mingled expression of good- 
ness, sorrow, and contrition. All the oth- 
ers 1 ever saw looked, if not jolly, at least 
unconcerned. 

Munich abounds In works of art, but its 
most famous production is a statue of 
Bavaiia iti bronze. It is a woman stand- 
ing with a lion at ber side. The statue is 
fiu feet high, and rests upon a pedestal 10 
feet in height. An idea of the propor- 
tions of tbe colossal figure may be ob- 
tained from the statement that ber little 
finger is bigger than a man's thigh, and 
vet its symmatry is so exquisite that it 
looks really but little larger than a stout 
woman a short distance off. The statue 
is hollow, and a flight of stairs leads to its 
top, that is, into the head of the lady, in 
which there are windows from which you 
can see the surrounding country. We 
found in her “upper story ' space enough 
to accommodate a dozen people, and when 
1 stood at my full height I was far from 
reaehiug to the crown of her head. 

Tbe labor of these countries continues 
to interest me. I meet everywhere the 
odd teams composed of cows, dogs, and 
ancient females in human shape. To a 
wagon I saw to-day four cows, a horse, and 
a bull attached. To another three cows 
and a horse were haruessed. I have seen si.x 
cows bitched to a big plow. The women 
in Germany seem to do all the work. I 
don't know where the men are, unless it 
be in the army. As there are no fences 
in all these countries, cattle cannot be 
turned out, but little boys and girls are 
seen continually holding goats or calves 
with strings while they graze, or herding

MEETING OF THE KENTUCKY Po 
MOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 

BEPORT or THE COHMlTTXt: O.X SAEPUX<;S. 

A meeting of the Committee on Seed 
lings, belonging to the Kentneky Pomo 
logical .Society, was held on SatuHay, the 
21st ot December, l,'Si7, at the office of B. 
D. Kennedy, Esm, in the city of Louis- 
ville, Dr Arthur Peter in the chair .Sev- 
eral varieties of frail were placed before 
the Committee for examination — among 
them some very fine specimens of the Vi- 
car of Winkfield pear, grown by L. 
Young, Esq. This pear has many bad 
habits, such as blighting and prematurely 
casting its leaves, so that its fruits are 
seldom eatable. These specimens, how- 
ever, were cut and freely tested, and, by 
an unanimons vole, pronounced very goo£ 
One of the Committee, a high ex-oiScial, 
said he was willing to give his certificate 
to the effect that "this was as good a pear 
as he had ever tasted.'' 

The Committee also had before them 
two seedling apples from J. S. Downer, 
Esq., of Todd connty, Kentucky, to- wit - 
“Kentucky (Jueen aud “Red Jewel” 
The Kentucky tjueen is a handsome fruit 
— in size, about medium — shape, round — 
surface, smoth— gronad, greenish yellow, 
suffused with light, dull red, dotted over 
with whitish specks— basin deep, slightly 
wavy and wide — eye, medinm. close<i— 
core, medium— cavity, regular and deep- 

stem, ^ medinm, carved — flesh, subacid, 
breaking, and moderately juicy — very 
good. The Red Jewel is a small fruit re- 
sembling a good deal the small Romanite. 
Mr. Downer thinks the specimens exhibit- 
ed were dwarfed by the drought of last 
summer; if so, Red Jewel is slightly below 
medium in size, having the appearance of 
a very long keeper. Its flesh is yellow 
aad rich, bat too immature todetermian 
its textnre. When ripe, the Committee 
thongbt this an apple of mnch promise for 
a l.ste winter fruit

dertiil that a man well versed in all the i 
tricks and traps of New Vork, both social j 
and political, and one whose experience | 
ha= been such as to enable him to fully in- I 
form himself as to tbe operations of fraud- . 
ulent persons, and to familiarize himself i 
with the countenances of evil-dispiseil 
men and women, should allow hinnself to | 
be imposed upon so easily as was one of I 
the justices of the Supreme Court some! 
time ago. Justice Barnard was one of the I 
lust men in the community anyone would I 
have supposed to be siispectible of being ! 
victimized by sharp practice, especially . 
alter his long experience in one of the . 
criminal courts in this city in the capacity | 
of Becorder. Yet the facts revealcl by ' 
the papers in a case now before or likely 
to come before the Court of Special Ses- 
sions indicate that people cannot be too 
wary, inasmuch as Justice Barnard, with 
all the wiile awakeiiess he evinces iu his 
transactions, allowed himself to be severe- 
ly “sold” by a diamond tiroker. 

Hon. George G. Barnard, of the Su- 
preme Court, being at tbe house of his fa- 
ther-in-law, Mr. John Anderson, on the I 
10th of April, H*i>fi, was called upon by a . 
person named B. W. Blumb, who asked ! 
bim to loan on some jewelry which he 
had tbe sum of $20,000. Mr. Blumb, it 
appears, represented that the jewelry was 
such as would sell readily for $4tl,l>lK); that 
Tiffany had declared it worth from $3'2,- 

000 to $3-1,000 at wholesale, and that he 
could retail it for from $3',000 to $t2,*KH); 
that it belonged to a Spanish family uam- 
ed Domingo, who were then stopping at 
tbe .Metropolitan hotel; that they had be- I 
come short of money in consequence of 
extravagant and prodigal conduct; that | 
they had not received any money from 
Spain where they lived, or from their 
agent in Cuba where they owned large 
property; that they were therefore com- 
pelled to raise money on their jewelry; 
that he, Blumb, knew them well, bad rais- 
ed money for them before, and that they 
always paid up promptly. Judge Bar- 
nard, upon these representations, directed 
Mr. Anderson, his faiher-in-Iaw, to ad- 
vance $20,000 on the diamonds. On or 
about the 2d of May, following the date of 
the transaction just described, Mr. Blumb 
paid another visit to Judge Barnard and 
desired to borrow $17,0o0 on another lot 
of diamonds which he represented belong- 
ed to a man named Hay, one of tbe chief 
stockholders of the American Express 
Company, who expected to be “short ’ for 
a few months, and who would pay prompt- 
ly. Blumb, it appears, represented this 
last lot of diamonds to be well worth $.:n,- 
(HKl. Tbe obliging Judge again directed 
his father-iu-Iaw tu advance tbe amount of 
$17,iMio, as solicited, and Mr. Blumb left. 

Subsequently Judge Barnard had a very 
annoying experience in endeavoring to 
trace up the ownership aud the true value 
ofliis two lots of diamonds, on which he 
had loaned altogether tlie sum ot $3 T,i»Ik 4 
He went to Ball >V Black's; he went to ! 
Tiffany's, be went to the Metropolitan ho- | 
t«l to look for the Spanish family; he went 
to the American Express Coiu|iany to 
look after Mr. Hay, the gentleman who 
expected to be “short lor a few months. 
Ball A Black and Tiil'any told him be h^ 
been victimized: that his first lot of dia- 
monds was only worth about $'',<>'>(>, aud 
bis second lot worth about $7 ,>miu; in all he 
bad only $13,u(Mi, for his outlay of$37,onn, 
the same being $7'.t,iitNi less than tbe value 
estimated to bim by 71 r. Blumb. At the 
Metropolitan hotel the Judge was told by 
Mr. Leland that no such Spanish family 
as that described were ov bad been in the 
house, and »t the Americau Express Com 

known. 

The condition of Justice Darnard's 
mind at this juncture may be “easier im- 
agiued than described. " Those who have 
beetjJ in sueb provoking circumstances 
will readily sympathize with a man so Jeep 
ly wronged aud so shockingly disappoint- 
ed. No fluid so strong that it coul l serve 
the office of stimulating an ordinary mor- 
tal in such a terrible ctisis, bow much less 
then could a Supreme Court Justice con- 
tent himself with atytbiug common'.' How 
could he I e expected to sit down calmly 
aud allow his best emotions to retire un- 
der the biting insult of being so dearly 
“sold," aud so easily '.' It was beneath hi.- 
diguity to indulge iu profane expressions, 
which must, at best or worst, be ineffectual. 
What then'/ 

It only remained then that the Judge 
look i:p Mr. Blumb, of whom he learned 
that V. ith others, he (Blumb) had the 
names ot a large number of prominent 
men and women that be designed swind- 
ling and defrauding by the same means as 
be had defrauded the Judge. L'nJer these 
circumstances Judge Barnard male a 
complaint against Blumb, before Judge 
Bussell, on tbe 1 1th of June in the same 
year, aud Blumb was subse(iuently indict- 
ed at the September term ot the General 
Sessions by tbe following Grand Jury: 
Stephen Hyatt, foreman: Jacob H. Groes- 
beex, Samuel A. Beckman, Charles N. 
Fearing, Wm. A. Budd, John U. Browning, 
Aaron C’o e, Wm. K. Lawrence, V.'in. Jf. 
Cowan, Bitbatd B. Dana, George J. Cook, 
George Balen, David Douglas. John II. 
Aheel. Lucius B. NuUiug, David Wetmore, 
Wm. B. Northrup, Cbailes Morrell, James

fraud, if il cun Le fully proved, ought not 
to go unpunished, and this surely will not, 
as all w!io know the victim know how bit- 
terly he is opposed to compromising in 

1 cases of felony. This case may also serve 
' as a warning to persons in tbe habit of 
! purchasi ng jewelry to be particular as to 
I the quality of the article before buying.
